The  Indians  kept  up  the  firing  during 
the  19th,  but  about  noon  the  women  and 
children  retired  from  the  hills— a  hope¬ 
ful  sign.  Later  they  sent  in  a  flog  of 
truce  for  a  parlay,  but  the  i  rentiers  man 
were  too  wary  to  be  entrapped.  That 
night  Forsyth  sent  two  more  messengers, 
Douovan  and  Plyley,  with  dispatches 
asking  for  assistance.  “Iam  on  a  little 
island,”  the  messwe  read.  “  and  have 
still  plenty  of  ammunition  left.  We  we 
living  on  mule  and  horse  meat  and  are 
entirely  out  of  rations.  If  it  was  not  tor 
so  many  wounded,  I  would  oome  In 
and  take  the  chances  of  whipping  them 
if  attacked.  They  are  evidently  sick  of 
tbeir  bargain.  I  can  hold  out  for  six 
days  longer,  if  absolutely  necessary,  bat 
please  lose  no  time." 

On  the  fourth  day  the  main  body  of 
Indians  departed,  leaving  a  small  invit¬ 
ing  force.  Th#  wounds  of  the  inured 
were  rudely  dressed,  shelters  were  con¬ 
structed  and  soup  made  from  horse-flesh 
On  the  sixth  day.  however,  the  first 
traces  of  gangrene  set  in,  and  the  entire 
party  was  almost  overpowered  by  the 
intolerable  stench  from  the  qarcassesof 
the  dead  horses.  Food  there  was  none. 
Forsyth  assembled  the  men  and  bide 
those  who  would  go  gfod  leave  the 
wounded  and  those  who  preferred  stay-’ 
ing  in  the  oamp  and  taking  tbeir  chaaoes 
of  xid  coming  from  the  fort.  A11  voted 
to  stay  together  till  the  end.  They  lived 
on  putrid  horse-flesh  rubbed  with  gun¬ 
powder  for  two  more  days ;  op  the  90th 
Colonel  Carpenter,  with  the  cavatty, 
came  up  from  Fort  Wallace,  which 
Trudeau  and*  8tillweU  had  reached  in 
safety.  When  he  reached  the  island  he 
found  the  defenders  in  ths  most  pitiable 
condition,  yet  the  survivors  were  de¬ 
termined  to  be  plucky  to  the  last.  For¬ 
syth  himself,  with  rather  indiffer«t 
success,  affected  to  be  ropding  an  old
